LAWRENCE LEONARD began his career as a cellist 
with the London Symphony and the London Phil- 
harmonic Orchestras, and his conducting career 
as a broadcasting conductor with the BBC. He 
was invited by Leonard Bernstein to premiere 
"West Side Story" in London and later Barbirolli 
invited him to become his assistant conductor 

at the Halle Orchestra, a position he held for 
five years. Currently, he is teaching conducting 
at the Royal Academy of Music in London, making 
many recordings including two with the English 
Chamber Orchestra, and guest conducting many 
European Orchestras. This is Mr. Leonard's 
second concert with the OTP Chamber Orchestra. 





KURT WEILL's Symphony Wo. 2 was begun in 1933 
in Berlin as a result of a commission by the 
Princess Edmond de Polinac. Progress was 
interupted by the composer's emigration in 
March and the composition of Die steben Todsun- 
den. The symphony was finally completed in 
February 1934, and premiered later that year 

by the Concertgebouw under Bruno Walter. After 
a generally favourable reception, this work 

was performed throughout Europe and in North 
America until 1937 when it virtually disappeared 
due to the Nazi influence in Europe and the 
War. The symphony is in three movements and, 
unlike most of Weill's output which is mainly 
theatrical, 'was conceived as a purely musical 
form' (Weill's own words). However, one may 
notice some reflection on the dark pre-war 

mood of 1932-33 Germany throughout the work. 
The first two movements are brooding in nature, 
the second, a funeral march, is even foreboding. 
The third movement, ‘though, is joyous, turning 
the somber motives of the first two movements 
into an optimistic expression of hope for the 
future.
